Forceful in Plea for Chicagoan. 

The postmaster general made his in 
dorsement of Mr. Sullivan as specific and 
as forceful as he could find words to 
phrase his meaning. 

He had been introduced bp Harry M. 
Pindell, who presided at the meeting as: 
“one who comes to us with the voice of 
authority, one who speaks for President 
Wilson,” and hé made no denial of his 
commission. And while he di@ not in 
terms say that he was the president's 
spokeemam throughout his address he 
used the tone of one who had authority 
and assumed to speak as a member of the 
family. 

An indorsement as unequivocal as that 
given Mr. Sullivan wes also given Con- 
gresaman Claude U. Stone. 

“He was the president's right arm in 
the enactment of the federal reserve act,”

Roger’s Indorsement a Clincher. 

Mr. Burleson's indorsement of Mr. Sul- 
livan came as the peroration of his ad- 
dress. He used it as a clincher for his 
argument that the president should be 
given a vote of confidence for what be has 
done in carrying out the pledges of the 
party and that he should be upheld while 
the European war lists.

“ We'll call it the Brown family,”’ said 
the Good Fellow. ‘‘ The family consisted 
of the father, mother, and twosons. They 
got along nicely until the father's last 
protracted illness, which exhausted all 
their resources and cost even their home. 
When the funeral bills were paid there 
was not a cent left. 

“The younger son and the object of 
this appeal took care of his mother and 
worked hard to support her. The other 
son went away and acquired other obliga - 
tions. The younger son was working ina 
railway office as an accountant when his 
health broke down and he found himself 
a victim of tuberculosis. 

“He finally reached the point where 
he could not go to work any longer. Soon 
the $98 his mother had been able to save 
from his earnings was exhausted and the 
case came to the attention of the United 
Charities and was brought to my notice. 

“The young man was with some effort 
placed in a sanitarium under the best 
of treatment. It had been said that he 
had no chance for recovery, but to the 
surprise of everybody he began to gain. 
In the meantime, however, his mother, 
broken down by her efforts, becamé in- 
sane and has been sent to Elgin.”

A NEW INDUSTRIAL CATECHISM. 


Youth is radical; age is conservative. The fruit- 
ful leaders of mankind most often belonged neither 
te the one nor to the other of these exclusive 
groups, but were individuals who, with the wisdom 
and ripeness of age, combined the enthusiasm and 
radicalism of youth. Such a young-old man, keep- 
ing abreast of the times, was the late Sir Alfred 
Russa Wallace in England. Dr. Charles W. Eliot, 
president emeritus of Harvard university, is another. 

Tndustrial warfare in the United States is get- 
ting worse and worse, says Dr. Eliot in an article 
in the Electric Railway Journal, and proceeds to 
outline a remedy for the strained relations between 
capital and labor, a new industrial catechism. Dr. 
Bliot despairs of the ability of legislatures alone 
and of our courts alone “to bring about peace 
and good will between capital and labor. What 
ig needed to bring this peace about, he says, is 4 
“ modification of the wage system.” Any one who 
has ‘watched judicial decisions on labor cases and 
labor legislation in the last five or ten years will 
“have to come to the conclusion that it is for the 
Manufacturers, bani-ers, aud merchants of the 
country to invent and bring into practice the modi- 


fications of the wage system needed to bring indus : 


trial peace and success in the pursuit of happiness 
to both employer and «mployed.”

‘modified. Encourage profit sharing and adopt a 
system of cotperative management in the industry.

DEMOCRATIC ECONOMY. 


2.50| Collier's Weekly takes up in its latest issue the

We have offered for sorrowful consideration the 
results of triumphant Democratic administration, 
and we believe the taxpayer in this community will 
find it profitable inwardly te digest the facts of 
Democratic economy before he casts his vote 
Nov. 8—for example, the fact that our Gargantuan 
Democratic draimage board increased pay rolls from 
$600,000 to $1,123,000 in 1918, and in 1914 they 
will be $1,800,000. 

Collier’s Weekly ‘comments on Democratic econ- 
omy in its national aspect. The reader is reminded 
of the “ringing denunciation” of the Baltimore 
platform, which was as follows: 

We denounce the profligate waste of the 
money wrung from the people by oppressive 
taxation through the lavish appropriations of 
recent Republican congresses, which have kept 
taxes high and reduced the purchasing power 
of the people's toil. We demand a return to 
that stmplicity and economy which befits a 
democratic government and a reduction in the 
number of useless offices, the salaries of which 
drain the substance of the people. 

This was directed especially at what was called 
the “ billion dollar congress.” The Republican con- 
gress of 1908-09 had passed the billion dollar mark, 
and thet of 1909-10 had aggravated the offense by 
about $32,000,000. 

Then came the capture of the house by the 
Democrats, followed by their victory over a di- 
vided foe in 1912. The record of Democratic econ- 
omy as illuminated by the annual appropriations 
is as follows:

The last two years of unblushing Republican ex- 
travagauce resulted in appropriations of $1,008,- 
000,000 and $1,044,000,000, both ‘approximately and 
both substantially less than the results of Demo- 
cratic economy for 1914 or 1915. 

Representative Fitzgerald of New York, as chair- 
man of the appropriations committee since the 
house came into the hands of his party, seems to 
bave taken in all seriousness the declaration of the 
Baltimore platform that “Our pledges are made 


ito be kept when in office.” So when the “ organ- 


ized appetite” began to assert itself he spoke out. 

“TI am looking now,” he said on one occasion, 
“at Democrats who seem to take amusement in 
soliciting votes an the floor of the house to over- 
turn the committee on appropriations in its efforts 
to carry out the pledges of the Democratic plat- 
form. They seem to take it to be a huge joke not 
to obey their platform and to make ridiculous the 
efforts of the members of our party who do try to 
live up to the promises they made to the people. 
- «© We charged the Republicans for twelve 
years of my service in the house under Republican 
administration with being grossly extravagant and 
reckless in the expenditure of the public money. I 
believed that charge to be true. I believed that 
my party, when placed in power, weuld demon- 
strate that the charges we had made in good faith 
were true. We are entitled to the help and to the 
support of the members on this side of the house 
in honest efforts to carry out the pledges of the 
Democratic party, and in our attempts to show 
that what we charged in order to get into power 
was true. We have not had that support. Our 
Democratic colleagues have not given that support 
to us thus far during this session of congress. They 
bave unnecesanrily piled up the public expenditures 
until the Democratic party is becoming the laugh- 
ing stock of the country.” 

The river and harbor appropriation bill, beaten 
by the pluck and persistence of the Republican Rep- 
resentative Frear and the Republicans Burton and 
Kenyon in the senate, was probably the worst in 
history. In fact, evidence of a real purpose dras- 
tically to correct the unquestioned waste of nation- 
al administration has not appeared. Democratic 
economy is indistinguishable from Republican ex- 
travagance except that it costs considerably more 
in spite of a more urgent heed for economy than 
has presented itself for many years.

LINK IN THE CHAIN SQUBAKS.

One J. A. Gatiing—his name is enough, perhaps,

most of the early portion of his life there, being 
for a number of years editor of that leading or- 
gan of the Anglo-Indian press, ‘The Pioneer.”

Lord Carnegie—who must not be confounded 
with the Laird of Skibo Castle—has just attained 
his majority while serving against the Germans 
in France with his regiment, the Scots Guards, 
in which he holds a commission as HNeutenant. He 
is the eldest son and heir of the Earl of Southesk, 
chief of the great Scotch clan of Carnegie, te 
which Andrew Carnegie also belongs. 

The relations between the highland chieftain 
and his retainers were very intimate in ancient 
times; s0 much so that all assumed the patrony- 
mic of thelr lord. Thus, all the clansmen of the 
dukes of Argyll style themselves Campbell; those 
of the dukeg of Atholl are the Murrays, and all 
those of the earls of Southesk have from olden 
times been Carnegies. 

The earls own name is James Carnegie, and 
besides belng Ear] Southesk he is also Lord Car- 
tegie, by virtue of the peerage created in Scot- 
land by James VI, just before he succeeded to the 
throne of England, as James I., in recognition of 
his devotion to Mary Queen of Scots. 

The present Lord Southesk, while a cultured 
and agreeable man, has not succeeded so far in 
achieving any of the distinction in art, letters, 
and science which others of his family have won. 

His father, the late earl, was very well known 
on this side of the Atlantic as Sir James Car~- 
negie, sixth baronet of that creation, traveled 
extensively the United States, and wrote sev- 
eral books about America at a time when it was 
less familiar to Europeans than it is today. 

He was a great favorite of Queen Victoria, 

through whose good will he obtained a reversal 
of the parliamentary attainder of his family hon- 
ors, and thus became eighth Earl of Southesk. 
The peerages had been attainted when the fifth 
earl sided with the Stuarts in 1715. He died with- 
out issue, and his next heir and third cousin, Da- 
vid Carnegie, managed, by means of valuable 
services to the Hanoverian dynasty, especially in 
America, to recover the ancestral estate of his 
house and to win a baronetcy. 
* David Carnegie’s grandson and namesake, the 
fourth baronet, married the daughter of Andrew 
Elliot, the HNeutenant governor of New York. The 
younger son of the second baronet, George Car- 
negie, took part in the Jacobite rising in 1746, 
was an officer of the young pretender’s body- 
guard, and after the disastrous battle of Culloden 
fied to Sweden, where he founded at Gottenburg 
the mercantile firm of Carnegie & Co. which 
exists to this day.

The 
mind disturbed, worried, fretting during 
the dey cannot sleep well at night. There 
are three or jour hours of exhaustion 
sleep, perhapa, and them the brain be- 
gins to functicn much as during waking 
hours. First come intense dreams and 
then awakenir g. 

The mind net under control in the day- 
time will not be under control at night- 
time. Therefore the first essential for 
good sleeping habits is mental training.

In the refrigerator business they know 
the advantage of precooling. The man 
with poorly trained mind who wants to 
sleep, should make use of the principle of 
precooling. ~He should have a presieep 
period of about three hours, during which 
he should acquire mental poise. During 
this time he must avold anger, fear, 
worry, and every other form of emotion- 
alism and all thought on such subjects 
as with him cause as much mental ten- 
sion as does emotion. Worry lest he will 
not sleep is a potent factor causing sleep- 
lessness.

So much for the main consideration. 
The waking mind is constantly responding 
to what the senses tell it—the eyes, the 
ears, the touch, etc. The sleeping mind is 
less in touch w'th things; the eyes do not 
see and what the ears hear is not regis- 
tered. But, while the brain is ecreened 
from the world, the screen ia not impene- 
trable. Bright lights get through the 
eyelids, and loud or unusual sounds are 
registered in the brain. Still less does 
the screen shut out the sensations of 
touch, temperature, and pain. 

All of this means that to have good 
sleep certain comforts are necessary. El- 
derly people are liable to be awakened 
by their digestive organs. 

All through nature the earlier stages 
of digestion produce sleepiness. But the 
digested food having reached the lower 
part of the small intestine and the large 
intestine, the bacteria produce gas and 
certain chemicals called amins, and these 
produce colic, cramps, and rumbling sen- 
sations capable of awakening a mind 
which has passed through the stage of 
exhaustion sleep. 

Therefore the advice is commonly given 
people under 8 and over 50 to eat simple 
suppers and to stay quietly at home for 
two hours before bedtime.

Belonging to this group of secondary 
factors is the bed—and the pillow is a 
part of thebed. While lying down js rest- 
tui for most of the atructuresof the body, 
it add to the burdens of the@respiratory 
organs. Standing up works the braim 
cells.

is snoring. A great many men who 
breathe quietly while awake have no rea- 
son to think their breathing apparatus is 
less than 100 per cent perfect until they 
fall asleep and begin to snore. 

Primari!y the reason men snore is 
they are having trouble in getting enougb 
air. The relaxed palate is vibrating be- 
cause there-!e a current of air through 
the nose and another through the mouth, 
and this loose curtain hangs at the fork 
of the stream. When the mouth opens 
and the currents of air rush in and out 
the mouth secretions dry up. Whether 
we be awake or asleep Gry mouth regis- 
ters in the brain. The fewer outside in- 
fluences that register in the brain, the 
quieter sleep will be. -

that the attitude of sleep increases the 
difficulty of breathing, we can readily see 
that the bed must be so arranged as to 
facilitate breathing, else presently the

your knees tend to draw up, and your 
head feels as though it waslow.

The distance from where your spine 
joins to the back of your head !s not great. 
It is lesa than the backward projection of 
your shoulders. Therefore, as the hard 
board holds the occiput and the shoul- 
ders on the same plane this position drags 
back the spine where it joins the skull. 

When you pull back the top of the neck 
bew of the spine you throw the front of 
that bow forward. The head !s downhill, 
as it feels, the neck bow of the spine is 
pressing on the breathing tube and chok- 
ing it. as it feels. 

Furthermore, the muscles which move 
the ribs, which lift the shoulders and 
which move the diaphragm must work 
harder to breathe when the chest is 
thrown forward, as it is when a man 
sleeps on his back without a pillow. Ne 
wonder he snores, 

Now roll on your side and see what hap- 
pens. Your neck bends down. And now 
why? The distance from the center of the 
head to the ear is not as great as the 
distance from the spine to the point of 
the shoulder. Therefore, the spine, held 
up high by the shoulder, must turn down- 
ward to reach the low point at which the 
skull holds it near the ear. In other words 
there is a lateral curvature of the spine. 
Whenever the spine curves in one direc- 
tion it always forms a compensatory 
curve in the opposite direction nearby. 

While the choking effect and the labor 
of respiration is not so great in an adult 
Iying on his side without a pillow it is 
greater than is healthy. His breathing 
machine works at low efficiency. He 
snores or worse. 

> 

The teaching is plain. Grown people 
should sieep on pillows. The pillows 
should be just thick enough totak outthe 
slants and curves of the particular per- 
son sleeping on them. A broad shoul- 
dered man needs a heavier pillow than a 
thin chested woman. A man who sleeps 
habitually on his side needs a heavier 
pillow than one who sleeps on his back. 

In the subconscious state of sleep a 
man assumes the position in which hefis 
most comfortable and especially in which 
he breathes most easily. For a healthy 
man, sleeping on the side is to be pre- 
ferred over sleeping on the back. If the 
pillow is a little overlarge we tend sub- 
consciously to sleep on the side, and that 
is well. 

If you will repeat these maneuvers 
with a baby you will observe that the 
attitudes are different. The baby’s head 
is about as large as his chest. When he 
lies on his back his head does not pitch 
down, and his chest does not pitch up. 
His spinal column takes the right curves. 

You will notice that he draws his feet 
up. But he does that in whatever posi- 
tion he is put. The reason for that is 
different. He spent his'nine months of 
life before birth rolled up like a worm, 
and it takes him a year or more to got 
that curl out. The curl is natural, and it 
uncuris by operation of nature. Nothing 
is gained by taking any note of it. 

Now turn the baby on his side. ‘You 
will note that his neck does not curve 
down, If you will trace the ridge of his 
spine, you will notice that it does not 
bend toward or away from the right 
ear, the right shoulger, or the right hip. 

The reason is plain. His head is nearly 

as large as his body. His chest is nearly 
nound. The distance from the center of 
his head to his right ear is nearly the 
same as the distance from the ridge of 
his spine to his right shoulder.

The conclusion is that the baby needs no 
pillow; the adult needs one. What is to 
be done about the child in between should 
be determined by the result of having 
him lie on a table and studying his curves. 
If you force him to sleep without a pil- 
low when he has passed the no-pillow

LTHOUGH we had not met for six 
months and had mich to say t° 
exch other of a personal nature, My 
friend and I, we got to the wer in 

about ten minutes, I had resolved with 
myself beforehand to say nothing at all 
about it, knowing that his prejudices must 
differ from my prejudices, and knowing 
that neither of our prejudices, no matter 
how violently expressed, could affect by 
a jottheawful tragedy.

as the natural expression of men’s ambi- 
tions, who sneer at ‘anemic idealism “ 
and doubt the existence of possible re- 
straint to human passions except the 
mailed hand, there is but one conclusior 
to reach, one set of sympathies to respond 
to. These are the practical people, who 
have a masterful distrust of sentiment, of 
all motives except those thet work effi- 
ciently at all times—hunger, survival, and 
lust. 
oa 

Of course such people do not express 
their philosophy as crudely and sum- 
marily as I have done, but scratch thei 
arguments and you will find beneath them 
the worm of materialiem. They appea! to 
history, to logic, tocommon sense. In the 
ultimate the world to them is but the the- 
ater whereon is staged a contest of brute 
wills, about which ideals form a decora- 
tive arabesque that receives from prac- 
tical men a half sincere homage such as 
they pay women when they are in their 
lighter moods, when they are not en- 
gaged in a serious business like war. 

To the other sort of men, across the 
gulf, this materialistic solution of life’s 
mysteries must always seem inadequate, 
pitiful, and forlorn. Admitting all the 
“ plain facts *’ of competition, self-pres- 
ervation, race: survival, etc.—admitting 
the shameful record of mankind written 
in state policies, all the sinuous and cruel 
course of civilization, they reject funde- 
mentally, instinetively the assumption 
that there can be other answer to the rid- 
die, that because men have always fought 
out their quarrels to the wrong of millions 
of innocent, have broken faith when 
convenient, and all the rest of “ state- 
craft,”’ that therefore the business of 
life must proceed forever on the plane of 
a thin superstructure of civilization above 
an abyss of animalism. 

They may be unpractical, these ideal- 
ists, but not necessarily weaklings. For 
when driven to it they have fought for 
their faith again and again. And that 
type of thinker persiste and must be reck- 
oned with even in the arbitrament of 
arms. They will invariably react favora- 
bly to that cause which promises most 
of what they call honor and justice and 
mercy—as in this present case. And ! 
do not see how men can be prevented from 
reacting according to their natures even 
with but an inadequate knowledge of the 
facts. But they can and should refrain 
from public expression of their feelings, 
when they are Americans, and should re- 
member that the wise judge waits before 
pronouncing judgment until the record is 
completed.

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KING AND KAISER 
BITTER ENEMIES

English Royal Family Has 
Strong Personal Dislike 
for German Ruler, 


WILLIAM RECIPROCAL. 


BY LOUIS HYDE. 
LONDON, Oct. 15.—The long pent up 
personal dislike entertained by King 
George towards the kaiser ig now finding 
open expression at the English court, and 
whatever may be the result of the war, R 
is highly improbable that the two mon- 
arche will ever meet on friendly terms 
again. ; 

The kaiser, partly for polftical reasons, 
but more because of the high opinions en- 
tertained of him by Queen Victoria, was 
allowed to assume a position of authority 
among members of the English royal fam- 
Dy that not even King Edward cared te 
dispute. 

From their earliest years King George 
and all the members of King Edward's 
family were taught to regard the German 
war lord as one to whom it was their 
natural and bounden duty to render obe 
dience, reverence, and respect, and the 
kaiser has played almost as forcible a 
part in settling and determining the pri- 
vate affairs of the English royal! family as 
he has in his own. 

He was one of the trustees In Queen Vic- 
toria’s will, and ae euch he was in a posl- 
tion to interfere considerably in the pri- 
vate affairs of the late king, more espe- 
clally in regard to financial matters, and 
he did so in a manner that earned for him 
the intense dislike of the whole royal fam- 
lly, which waa, perhaps, all the greater 
because none of them dared to show it. 


Wouldn’t Let King Sell Stocks. 

When King Edward came to the throne 
the changes and increases in the staff of 
the royal establishment entailed a heavy 
outlay, which the late king desired to 
meet by selling certain securities be- 
queathed to him by his mother, but he 
was unable to do this without the kaiser's 
consent—a consent which the German em- 
peror would not grant. The kaiser’s trust 
lasted for two yeara, and during that time 
he exercised his powers to the full, and 
compelled both the late sovereign and 
King George to consult him in regard te 
the most trivial and private family er- 
rangements. 

But especially did he domineer over 
King George, for whom the German war 
lord has never taken the trouble to con- 
ceal his dislike, and he has always equal- 
ly disliked the family inte which King 
George married. 


Thought Queen Mary Heartless. 

* The Tecks are as poor in spirit as they 
are in purse,”’ was the way in which the 
emperor's father alluded to the family 
when the late duke went to settle down in 
England at Queen Victoria’s Invitation. 
Before King George became engaged to 
the then Princess May, the German em- 
peror was, of course, consulted about the 
proposed marriage, and Queen Mary has 
never forgiven the message the kalser 
sent to Queen Victoria: * | welcome the 
idea, but could not May have mourned for 
Albert a while longer?’ 

In many courts in Europe the idea pre- 
vailed that the marriage had been ar- 
ranged in undue haste after the death of 
the Duke of Clarence, but the German 
emperor was the only sovereign who 
openly expressed such an opinion, 


Dislike Between King and Kaiser. 

Between two such persons as the Ger- 
man emperor and King George there 
could, indeed, be but little sympathy. 
They are the antithesis of each other. 
The kaiser, physically powerful and vig- 
orous, inheriting many of the qualities of 
the warlike race he comes from and 
reared in the conception of himself as 
the head of a nation whose destiny it was 
to become the preponderating power in 
Europe, the kaiser became the most forci- 
ble among the crowned heads of the 
world. The king, physically weak, un- 
fitted in many ways to play a prominent 
part In large affairs, is, perhaps, the least 
conspicuous personality that occupies a 
throne today. 

Yet it is in many waye strange why both 
King George and Queen Mary should have 
allowed themselves, especially since King 
George's accession, to be dictated to by 
the kaiser as they have done. 


Influence of Queen Mary. 

Except in one instance King George's 
personal dislike of the kaiser has not, of 
course, influenced the course of the war 
or the events that led toit. That excep- 
tion was when King George sent his tele- 
gram to the czar on the Saturday night be- 
fore the declaration of war by y 
on Belgium. Had King George sent his 
message to the kaiser there is just the 
off chance that it might have resulted 
in prolonging the diplomatic negotiations 
and that possibly war might have been 
averted. The chance was extremely re- 
mote; it is indeed reported in the royal en- 
tourage that King George himself was de- 
sirous of communicating with the kaiser 
instead of the czar, but was overruled 
by Queen Mary, whom one suspects is 
chiefly responsible for the outbreak of 
anti-kaiser fever prevalent at the Eng- 
lish court at present. 

Mr. Asquith was, of course, consulted 
before the wire was sent, but in the then 
state of affairs the prime minister prob- 
ably did not regard it as a proceeding 
which could seriously influence events

Severe depreasion in German marks 
was supposed to reflect merchandise con- 
signments through indirect channels. 


Suggestion of British acceptance .of short 
term notes from American debtors, coupled 
with action towards free purchase of cotton by 
British mille, promises excelient results on 
the most difficult problems still unsolved.

With this sort of a foe he 
can take ea chance in forcing the fighting 
for he soon learns that the other side of 
the pei whe ien’t fast enough to re- 
taliate with damage.

Breaks Mark for 100 Miles 
and Eeats Motor Stars on 
Gopher Track. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 24.—[Special.] 
~Tom Alley of Chicago achieved fame to- 
day when he not only defeated such stars 
as Ralph Mulford, Ralph De Palma, and 
Bob Burman in the 100 mile automobile 
race on the Hamline park track, but also 
broke the world's record for the distance. 
Driving a Duesenberg, the Chicagoan 
negotiated the distance in 1:31:80, an 
average of 6.7 miles per hour. He beat 
the mark of 1:32:54%, made at Gales- 
burg, Ill., last Thursday by Ralph Mul- 
ford, in which race Alley finished third.

T is a singular fact that the country now 
ruled over by the Hohenzollerns was once 
inhabited by Slavs, and even the name 
of Prussia, Preussen, was Po-Russia and 
the land was in the fifteenth century a 

part: of Poland. In 1603 Joachim Frederick, 
elector of Brandenburg, received the title of 
Duke of Prussia from the king of Poland. 
This mark. of Brandenberg, which was the 
nucleus of Pruagia and hence of the present 
German empire, was a waste of sand whose 
inhabitants were turbulent Wendts or Slavs. 
The arms of the first ruler contained a bear 
‘and the chief city was called Baerlein, or 
little bear. 

The first elector of note was Frederick 
William, who came into prominence during 
the Thirty Years’. war. He had courage and 
was wily in war and the council; a tyrant, as 
many rulers of that day were, he put one of 


his ministers to the torture; irritable, rest- . 


less, and greedy, in spite of these faults, he 
had many qualities of a-great man and it 
was he who first conceived nationalism for 
his country, which the Holy Roman empire 
considered practically dependent upon it. 
When the great Thirty Years’ struggie con- 
cluded, Germany's independence was guaran- 
teed by Sweden and France. This gave Fred- 
erick William his chance, and Germany began 
its career independently of Austria. Fred- 
erick William proved himself a good ruler. 


‘He established his army on a footing of ex-

cellent efficiency: he proclaimed religious tol- 
erance, and he encouraged thrift and in-

it. She was accused of trying to poison the 
elector’s son by her predecessor. Frederick 
William died telling his son fot’ to depend 
on parliaments, for “the mdre parliaments 
you call the less will be your authority.” 

He was succeeded by his son,’ Frederick 
III. of Brandenburg, but after he had feigned 
a few years he assumed the title of ‘Fred- 
erick I., king of Prussia. Austria and the 
pope objected to this, but Frederick by this 
time felt independent enough to proceed to 
Kéenigsburg and crown himself. The divine 
right theory was strong in him and his proc- 
lamation read that it had “pleased God in 
his omniscient providence to raise this pres- 
ent duchy to a kingdom,” etc. Frederick had 
been severely brought up by his tutors, fre- 
quently being terribly beaten by them at the 
great elector’s orders. He had been cruelly 
treated also by his stepmother, whom he 
suspected of having tried to poison him. 
He had, too, been yniucky In fosing his wife, 
but had taken a second In Sophia Charlotte, 
princess of Hanover, four years before he 
succeeded to the throne ‘ 

Since that time all the kings of Prussia 
have been crowned at Kéenigsburg. The 
ceremony of crowning Frederick was an im- 
posing one, although it is said that the queen 
was so bored with it that she took a pinch 
of snuff and sneesed so loudly that she 
nearly broke up the assembly. 

The new monareh busied himeelf with in- 
troducing some of the French culture into his 
court and nation. He essayed to be the 
patron of arts and letters. He encouraged 
the theater and other forms of entertain- 
ment. The queen was witty and intellectual 
and she seemed to have made considerable 
fun at her husband’s attempts to foster cul- 
ture in the more or less rude court. She died 
in 1706, and later the crown prince was be- 
trothed and married to Princess Sophie Doro- 


thea, the daughter of the elector of Hanover, 


who became George I. of Great Britain. 
The king in 1708 took as his third wife 
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disposition. He one day threw himself ouf 
of the window in a fit of anger at his gov- 
erness, and you can see today in a Berlim 
museum a shoe buckle he swallowed in a 
burst of rage. He burned up a gold brécade de 
dressing gown, and while visiting in Hanover 
he so incessantly beat the future George IL 
of Great Britain that the young Prussian 
berserker had to be sent home. Even at & 
tender age he displayed such a parsimonious 
natovre’ that “his mother became alarmed for 
his future and that of the kingdom. On one 
occasion he threw downstairs a court official, 
spraining the man’s neck. His one passion 
was soldiering. He-had a regiment of in- 
fant#iy¥ which he was-never tired of drilling. 
When he became a King he made then his 
guards, including only*¥eby fall men. 80 
fond was he of big men that\Re Rad them 
kidnaped whenever foind anf Hrought to 
Berlin to serve in his guards.) He married 
his Hanover cousin, Sophia Dorothea. 

The parsimoniousness whi his. mother 
had noticed bore fruit whe bécame king 
in the care he exerted in every department 
of which he had control. He introduced’ re- 
forms wherever it could be done without 
destroying efficiency. All department heads 
were obliged to give accarate accounts of 
their stewardship,.and officials soon found 
out that the new monarch was determined to 
know what was going on in his kingdom. 

He did away with court ‘ceremony; for 
which he had a hearty hatred, and the tem- 
per for which he was noted overwhelmed all 
within his presence when he found his orders 
had not been obeyed. He was a tremendous 
worker, rising at 3 a. m. and laboring at his 
military or state duties long after others 
had retired. He reduced extravagant sal- 
aries and allowances, melted the royal plate, 
and sold off horses, carriages, etc., convert- 
ing everything he did not need into cash. 

With a stout cane he went through the 
palace, and even through the town, belabor- 
‘ine all whom he thought derelict in their 
futies. He caned the Potsdam postmaster 
ence before a lot of travelers who had been 
delayed by that official's sound sleep. One of 
his punishments for slow or derelict officials 
was to have them chained to a wheelbarrow 
and made to wheel stone. He banished many 
articles of useless luxury from the court, 
as Well as all French customs and costumes. 

His idiosyncrasies were many, but harm- 
less, and his thrift and his good will towards 
the people were the sources of future pros- 
perity for Prussia. His temper, however, 
continued to be unbearable for all those who 
came in contact with him, and it is related 
that om one occasion he became so angry 
with the princess royal that he knocked her 
down, kicked her in the face and breast, and 
dragged her about by her hair. ‘

The revolution he made in military train- 
ing and tactics, as well as the independent 
attitude he assumed towards neighboring na- 
tions, soon attracted great attention through- 
out Europe. The former was put into his 
son's hands, there to be still further devel- 
oped into one of the greatest ies of the 
day. Nor was his activity | originality 
less in organizing the civil departments of 
his kingdom. He may be said to have 
created the bureaucracy for which Prussia 
has become noted. He improved trade, 
founded sohools and colonies, and gaye the 
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for knewledge -was insatiable and he early 
learned several languages and read much 
histsary and-philosophy under tutors supplied 
by his mother. ‘ 

He did not at this time care for military 
matters at all, to his father's great disgust, 
end as he Was slovenly in his dress and 
careless of bis manners he suffered much 
from the stout cane of the King. At a tender 
age he visited at the immoral court of Sax- 
ony and there fell under the spell of the 
Countes# Orcseleka, an illegitimate daugh- 
ter of the monarch of that country. He 
plunged into a dissipated lifé and eame back 
thoroughly skilled in vice, the effects of 
which were to follow him through all his 
embittered life, and steeped in the free think- 
ing of Voltaire and other philosophers. This 
still further estranged him from his father, 
who burned up the French books, destroyed 
his French gowns, and beat him with his 
stick, taunting him with his lack of manli- 
ness. The son ran off to Vienna and con- 
templated becoming a Catholic to spite his 
father, who threatened when he heard of this 
to behead his son. 


Frederick was brought home by force, and 
about this time he had to undergo an opera- 
tion, the result of which he tried to conceal 
forever after. The king caused Katt, an ac- 
‘ecomplice of the prince, to be slain before 
Frederick's eyes. Frederick was condemned 
to death by court martial, but afterwards 
put in prison. He was released: later and 
was received to a certain extent into his 
father’s confidence.

Frederick Proves Creat King. 


The King selected as his son's wife Eliza- 
beth Christina of Brunswick Bevern, and 
they were married in 1733. There was no 
love between them and he neglected her for 
his dogs and his garrison companions. He 
was swamped With debts, corresponded with 
Voltaire, and wrote a book. The king died 
in 1740, and Frederick ascended the throne. 
Not much was expected of him, but in this 
the world was disappointed, for he proved 
not only a great king of Prussia but the 
peer of the other rulers of his day. 


While he was dissipating or dabbling with 
philosophy. apparently, he had not lost sight 
of the place ior which he was born, nor did 
he ignere the importance of his father's mili- 
tary passion or underrate what the king had 
done for the realm. The latter now had a 
population of nearly 3,000,000, an army of 
83,000, and a war treasury of 10,000,000 
thalers. Frederick accepted his task, and 
set himself to making Prussia take her 
place among the great nations of Europe. 

He declared fréedom of religious worship 
and of the press, such as it was, and added 
a minister of trade and manufactures to his 
cabinet. He forgave and even rewarded men 
who had been his enemies. He augmented 
the army by 10,000 men, besides concluding 
treaties with several adjoining German states 
by which they were to contribute levies to 
his army in case of war. The world was 
goon to learn that Frederick the king *,as 
a different man than Frederick the prince 
had led it to suppose he wauld be. 


This is not the place to detail the military 
life of Frederick—how he plunged, recklessly 
it seemed, into war, now losing, now win- 
ning; of the alliances he made, now wise, 
now otherwise; of his brilliant military con- 
duct, winning victories from the jaws of de- 
feat; of his shrewdness in diplomacy. where 
he worsted some of the wiliest chancellors, 
He still kept up his correspondence with 
Voltaire, but he ceased to be an “angel” to 
that avaricious savant; he bought great col- 
lections of paintings and statuary, and still 
patronized men of letters. He encouraged 
the erection of fine buildings at Berlin and 
elsewhere. He added to the palaces and built 
his own great place of rest. Sans Souci His 
army soon numbered 140,000 trained soldiers 
and he had added Silesia to his territory.

His erratic character sobered down after 
the unfortunate campaign in Bohemia in 
1774, where his army was utterly routed and 


the French failed to keep their promise of — 


aid. At the end of that year his fortunes 
were at their lowest ebb and he had to melt 
down the royal plate to get funds, but before 
twelve months he was again on the crest 
of success and had won back everything he 
had lost. He had still to face the Beven 
Years war.

but as he id not love her he set spies upon 
her, caught her With a lover, and got rid of 
her in the divores court. ' 
His second adventure in matrimony was 
with Leuies @f Hesse-Darmstadt. She was 
faithful to him, But not he to her.. Hise dul- 
cinea was Wilhelmina Encke, a soldier's 
daughter. The affair was highly sentimental 
for @ time, beth parties to it pledging their 
troth Im the prince's bleod, She presumed 
upon her position, however, and the king 
had her marry the prinde’s valet, named 
Riets. The woman was remarkable in sev- 
eral ways and must have possessed great 
charm, for her influence Over Frederick Wil- 


iam and others lasted many years. But the © 


prince was not constant and she had to share 
his favors with Julie Von Voss, who later 
became his morganatic wife. She was created 
Countess Ingenheim, while the Rietse woman. 
was ennobled as the Countess Lichterau. 
The former died after three years, leaving 
him a son. The king consoled himself with 
Countess Von Dénhoff, whom he eleo mar 
ried, She also bore him a son, but he exiled 
her after she had begun to tire him. : 
The mystical which has so often fascinated 
members of royal families got a strong hold 
upon Frederick William while he was. still 
prince. He became a member of the Rost- 
crucians, an order dealing in occult but 


harmless nonsense which Was popular at that | 


time. Seances were held in which alchemy 
was practiced and spirite exorcised. 

As king he began well. The nationalist 
elerient was greatly pleased by his abandon- 
ment of the French influences introduced by 
his uncle. He early declared: “ We are Ger- 
mang and Germans we wish to remain.” Ger- 
man supplanted the French language, and - 
the French agertts Frederick had tmported 
were dismissed. ‘He tried to advance the 
cauge of German letters, but the men 
and women he brought forward for honors 
in this particular were medicerities, for 
the most part. German plays were put 
on in place of French dramas, and @ national 
theater was established under royal patron- 
age, The king encouraged Mozart and other 
German composers. He established a royal 
band, and he played the vicloncello as well 
as the size of his abdomen would allow.

completely losing its iaentity. Society was 
‘rotten with senstiality. Yet, in spite of all 
this, the spirit of nationalism and unity 
survived. Even the advent of Napoleon 
was looked on for a time as the beginning 
of freedom for the people, but when they 
awoke to his true character and realized 
that his rule was a worse absolutism than 
that from which they were trying to escape 
the patriot uprising took place. So great 
was its impetus that it swept the king 
with it. He returned from his flight with 
his devoted consort and gathered his scat- 
tered forces to join with ‘other nations in 
giving the coup de grace to the tyrant. 

So besotted with the royai fetich were his 
people that they forgot the humiliating scene 
at Tilsit, forgot his dalliance with Napoleon, 
and in the general rejoicing over the latter's 
downfall Frederick William III. was ac- 
claimed as though he had never been the ally 
of the conqueror. The king, however, 
was far from joyous. He had lost his 
beloved Louise in 1810, and since that time 
he had been a prey to melancholia, which 
had steadily grown upon him until it became 
chronic. 

About 1824 he astonished the court by a 
morganatic marriage with a young Catholic 
girl, daughter of Count Harrach, who was 
raised to rank as the Princess of Liegnitz. 
After sixteen uneventful years the king died, 
mourned by the whole nation, who forgot his 
peculiarities, his unstable. nature, his inconse- 
quence of temperament, in remembering his 
kindly nature and his sympathy for his sub- 
jects.

‘ First German Emperor. 

His brother William acted as regent. He 
wae of different stuff. No dreamer was Wil- 
liam. Practical as his sword, which never 
left him, he saw everything with the eyes 
of a soidier: The brothers had never agrees 
very well, and the king, who waa not: mili- 
tary; left the younger man to go his way. 
It led to the garrison, and his whole life thus 
far had’ been spent in the army. Consort- 
ing with military men, his mind turned con- 
stantly to military plans. He had little pa- 
tience with diplomats, and his stern belief 
in the absolutism of kingship caused him to 
be intensely displeased with his brother's

He had early fallen in love with the beau- 
tiful Princess Radzivil, but had been obliged 
to marry the commonplace Augusta of Saxe- 
Weimar. In 1861. his brother's death trans- 


, formed him from regent into king. From 


the first he had trouble with the reichstag. 
€ tried to reorganize the army so that 
Humber of recruits’ might annually

sented the extra money levies this would 
necessitate, and every year the reichstag had 
refused to pass the bill. The lords favored 
it and #o did the Junkers, or party of land 
owners, led by Bismarck, but the king could

German states which had sided with the 
defeated empire. And.it was Bismarck and 
no other who taunted France with the pros- 
pect of a Hohensollern king for Spain and 
finally by a forged. telegram drew forth the 
declaration of war from Paris which led to 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, a war 
which toppled over the French empire and 
cemented the German one. At Versailles 
King William was crowned the German em- 
peror, ruler not of Prussia alone but of all 
the German kingdoms, principalities, duchies, 
and states, together with Alsace-Lorraine, 
taken from humiliated France.

Kaiser His Own Chancellor. 


The successor of William IL., the Crown 
Prince Frederick, lived only three months 
after his coronation. He was suffering’ at 
that time of cancer of the throat and never 
recovered from the operation. He was de- 
tested by Bismarck because of his -liberal 
tendencies and because Bismarck knew Fred- 
erick sternly disapproved .of the chancellor's 
methods and policies. Bismarck also hated 
Frederick's wife, the daughter of Queen Vic- 
toria. 

William II. is a composite of all the Hohen- 
zollerns who have gone before, except the 
sensual ones. In him you see the military 
ambitions, the seduloug fostering of trade 
and commerce, the passion for erecting great 
buildings, the desire for display which has 
characterized this or the other of his prede- 
cessors. His hectic activity, his interfer- 
ence in matters not even remotely connected 
with the functions of the throne, all hark 
back to similar acts of dead and gone elec- 
tors, princes, or kings of his line. He has 
composed an opera, he has written poetry 
and a drama. He has directed the stage 
management of plays and operas. 

From the day he accepted Bismarck’s res- 
ignation he has been his own chancellor. 
He has had many who held the office, but 
none who would mot or could not carry out 
the imperial ideas survived. He was deter- 
mined that no Bismarck should come between 
him and the limelight. Moreover, he was 
firm that the military should precede every- 
thing else in the empire. Trade, commerce, 
science, and the arts, yes, very well; but the 
army tiber alles. And next to the army, the 
navy. 


plowed every sea. 

Under the emperor’s approval the Deutsch- 
tum, the poli¢y of German world propaganda, 
spread to the remotest parts of the earth, 
embracing Germans wherever found. Schools 
were fostered. literature was distributed, lec- 
tures were given, professors exchanged be- 
tween universities, Germanic museums were 
established, proselyters like Milnsterbersg, 
Francke, and others in America were set at 
work in foreign parts. Everywhere the Ger- 
man language was upheld, and German ideals 
glorified for the benefit of mankind.

Takes a Hand in Everything. 

After many failures in the reichstag the 
German navy was finally brought to its pre’ 
ent state of effiiiency. The Kiel canal was 
completed, a master stroke on the emperor's 
Part, and the naval officers were able to 
drink “to the day” when they should be 
able to humble the pride of England. The 
army, organized on the latest model, was still 
the emperor's pet. Everything but the navy 
Was sacrificed to it. In this marvelous or 
ganization nothing has been forgotten, save, 
Perhaps, the personal equation.
